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REPORT 


During the month of January 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4,068 living children, of whom 2,126 
were males and 1,942 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 151 more, of female children 32 more, and 
of children of both sexes 183 more. The monthly birth-rate in these towns 
taken collectively was 19°5 per thousand. This rate is 0°9 more than in the 
previous month, but is 13 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 24°7 in Hamilton, 
24-2 in Coatbridge and 22°8 in Kilmarnock, to 13°8 in Perth, 15:0 in Edinburgh 
and 15:4 in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow this rate was 21°7, in Clydebank 21°6, in 
Greenock 21°0, in Dunfermline 20°9, in Motherwell and Wishaw 20:4, in Dundee 
18°6, in Falkirk 18°6, in Ayr 17:9, in Paisley 17°6 and in Aberdeen 17:1, 

Of the 4,068 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,829, or 94°1 per cent., were legitimate, while 239, or 5-9 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 178 more than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate 5 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°1 less than in the 
previous month. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 17°5 in Kirkcaldy 
and 9°5 in Kilmarnock, to 1°8 in Ayr and 2°3 in Clydebank. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,923, and are 18 more than in 
the previous month. The monthly marriage-rate is 9°2 per thousand, and is 0°1 more 

than in the previous month, but 0°3 less than the average. In the individual towns 

the monthly marriage-rate ranged from 11:7 in Dunfermline and 10°6 in Falkirk, to 
4-2 in Greenock and 7:0 in Aberdeen. In Glasgow the rate was 10-2, in Edinburgh 
8'4 and in Dundee 10:0. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,135, and are 
19 less than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2.907, of whom 1,426 were males 
and 1,481 females. The corrected number is 27 fewer than in the previous month, 
males being 41 fewer, but females 14 more. 

The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 14:0 per thousand, being 0-1 less than in the previous month, and 
5-5 less than the average, or 2°7 less than the average if the abnormal death-rate 
of 30°7 in January 1929 be excluded. In the individual towns the death-rate varied 
from 17:2 in Perth, 15:1 in Kirkcaldy and 14°9 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 11‘l 
in Clydebank, 11:9 in Falkirk and 12-0 in Dunfermline. In Hamilton this rate was 
14:,, in Edinburgh 14 6, in Coatbridg- 14°6,1n Kilmarnock 14°5, in Paisley 14°2, in 
Glasgow 14:0, in Aberdeen 14:0, in Dundee 13:1, in Greenock 12°6, and in Ayr 12°2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 396, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 95 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
numbered 21 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 5 less than in that 
month, and 40 less than the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
915 in Kirkcaldy, 173 in Perth and 155 in Paisley, to 36 in Hamilton, 62 in 
Clydebank, 66 in Dundee and 66 in Ayr. In Coatbridge the rate was 141, in 
Kilmarnock 125, in Falkirk 113, in Motherwell and Wishaw 103, in Glasgow 97, 
in Aberdeen 88, in Edinburgh 84, in Greenock 77, and in Dunfermline 71. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International | 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 213, and equalled a death-rate from these causes 
of 1-0 per thousand. These deaths numbere: 37 fewer than in the previous 
month, and included none from typhoid fever, 100 from measles, 14 from scarlet 
fever, 11 from’ whooping-cough, 97 from diphtheria, 30 from influenza, 12 from 
cerebro-spinal fever, and 19 from other epidemic diseases, of which 15 were 
ascribed to erysipelas, 3 to dysentery, and 1 to lethargic encephalitis. Com- 
pared with the number in the previous month, deaths from scarlet fever are 9 
more, from diphtheria 8 more, from other epidemic diseases 5 more and from 
influenza 3 more, but those from cerebro-spinal fever numbered 4 fewer, from 
whooping-cough 10 fewer, and from measles 47 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 484, and equalled a rate of 2°3 per 
thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
34 more, while the rate is 0°l more than in that month, but is 3:0 less than the 
average, or 1°5 less than the average if the abnormal rate of 11:4 in January 1929 
be excluded. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 201, of which 145 were ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in the 
previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 8 more, and from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system 2 more. Compared with the average number 
for January the former are 40 fewer and the latter 37 fewer.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


JANUARY 19382. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°877 in.; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-009 in. 

Mean temperature, 43°:2 F.; greater by 5°:2 F. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°-3 F'.; greater by 1°:5 F. 

Rain, depth in inches, 4°69; greater by 1:48 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 12 days’ excess of south-westerly winds. 


Deep depressions continued to move north-eastwards off north-western Scotland 
throughout the month and gave rise to unsettled and mild weather generally with, 
particularly during the tirst 18 days of the month, frequent gales and heavy rains, 
the latter causing widespread flooding in many districts. During the last ten days 
of the month conditions in southern and eastern Scotland were mostly dominated by 
a large European anticyclone, the weather during this period being generally drier 
although continuing on the whole mild. The mean barometric pressure was only 
slightly above the normal and this was due to the high pressures during the last ten 
days. The extremes of pressure at Edinburgh were 30°95 in. on 26th and 28°88 in. 
on 6th. | 


Temperature during the month was high for the time of year and an exceptionally 
mild spell was experienced, particularly in northern districts, around the 18th, when 
locally the highest maxima on record for January occurred ; on this date 65° F. was 
registered at Inverness, 61° F. at Gordon Castle and 60° F. at Banff. The lowest 
screen minima were recorded on 8th, 9th, 12th, 26th and 31st, among the lowest 
being that of 20° F. at Braemar on the 8th. Ground frosts occurred in the early 
morning at some }lace or another on all but 9 days. At Balmoral on the 8th and at 
Braemar on the 9th the temperature on the grass was 13° F. 


Rainfall, except in eastern coastal districts from the Moray Firth to the Borders, 
was above normal, the heavy rains experienced during the first fortnight giving rise 
to widespread flooding, much damage to property, and to many rivers bursting their 
banks. Falls of 1 in. per day were common on several days; at Kinlochquoich 
there were 13 such days, on three of which there were over 3 inches and on 
seven over 2 inches; at Glenquoich and T'yndrum there were nine days with over 
an inch. The heaviest falls were recorded on the 2nd, when several stations in the 
west and north-west recorded over 3 inches ; 3 inches or more fel] more locally on 
the 3rd, 9th and 14th. For the month Lean (Loch Quoich) had 31:75 inches of 
rain, Kinlochquoich 29°49 in., Ardgour 21°19 in., Blaircreach, Perthshire, 20°68 in., 
and Tyndrum 20°57 in., while in the east Dirleton, Belhaven, North Berwick and 
Buddonness had less than 1°5 in. and many places less than 2 inches. 


Thunderstorms occurred locally on 4th and 7th and between 13th and 15th. 
Gales occurred on Ist, 3rd to 5th, daily, except 11th, from 9th to 19th, 24th, 26th, 
28th and 29th, the most widespread and destructive gales occurring between 13th 
and 14th and on 19th ; the wind in gusts reached 86 m.p.h. at Butt of Lewis on 5th 
and 13th, 95 m.p.h. at Bell Rock on 13th and 84 m.p.h. at Edinburgh on 14th. 
Snow, sleet or hail showers occurred locally, being most frequent during the first 
fortnight, but no heavy falls of snow were reported. Tog was reported on ten 
different days and this was very local in character. 


In the east and extreme north there was much more than the average sunshine, 
while in the west and north-west there was a decided deficiency. Aurora was 
observed locally on the nights of 6th, 7th, 11th and 25th.

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REPORT 


During the month of February 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,938 living children, of whom 2,027 
were males and 1,911 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 99 fewer, of female children 31 fewer, and 
of children of both sexes 130 fewer. ‘The monthly birth-rate in these towns 
taken collectively was 20°2 per thousand. This rate is 0°7 more than in the 
previous month, but is 0°6 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 26°1 in Hamilton, 
25°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 25:0 in Coatbridge, to 14°1 in Perth, 15:0 in 
Kirkealdy, and 15:3 in Edinburgh. In Greenock this rate was 22°3, in Clydebank 
22°3, in Glasgow 22°2, in Kilmarnock 21°7, in Paisley 20°7, in Aberdeen 20-2, in 
Dundee 18:2, in Falkirk 17°8, in Ayr 16°8, and in Dunfermline 15:4. 

Of the 3,938 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,705, or 94°1 per cent., were legitimate, while 233, or 5:9 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 124 fewer than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 6 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is the same as that 
for the previous month. Im the individual towns this rate ranged from 9:1 in 
Dundee, 8°8 in Edinburgh and 8:2 in Aberdeen, to 0°0 in Dunfermline, 1:9 in 
Falkirk and 2°0 in Ayr. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,266, and are 657 fewer than in 
the previous month. The monthly marriage-rate is 6°5 per thousand, and is 2°7 less 
than in the previous month, but 0°5 more than the average. In the individual towns 
the monthly marriage-rate ranged from 9°9 in Dunfermline, 8-3 in Perth, 7°2 in 
Edinburgh and 7:2 in Falkirk, to 3-8 in Greenock, 4:0 in Hamilton and 4:4 in Ayr. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years,

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,705, and are 
570 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,457, of whom 1,707 were males 
and 1,750 were females. The corrected number is 550 more than in the previous 
month, males being 281 more, and females 269 more. 

The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 17°7 per thousand, being 3°7 more than in the previous month, but 
0:6 less than the average. In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 21°7 
in Coatbridge, 19-1 in Hamilton and 18°7 in Glasgow, to 13:2 in Clydebank, 13-2 in 
Kirkealdy and 13°9 in Dunfermline. In Kilmarnock this rate was 184, in 
Edinburgh 18:2, in Motherwell and Wishaw 18:1, in Perth 17°3, in Ayr 17:1, in 
Paisley 16-8, in Greenock 16:8, in Falkirk 16:1, in Aberdeen 15°8 and in Dundee 15:2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 551, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 142 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
numbered 155 more than in the previous month, while the rate was 47 more than 
in that month, and 18 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 294 in Coatbridge, 175 in Glasgow and 145 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 78 
in Dundee, 85 in Edinburgh and 85 in Perth. In Paisley it was 143, in Falkirk 
140, in Greenock 139, in Clydebank 118, in Kilmarnock 117, in Dunfermline 115, 
in Aberdeen 108, in Hamilton 104, in Kirkcaldy 100 and in Ayr 88. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. | to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 330, and equalled a rate of 1-7 per thousand. They — 
number 117 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 0°7 more. These 
deaths include 3 from typhoid fever, 111 from measles, 21 from scarlet fever, 29 
from whooping-cough, 27 from diphtheria, 102 from influenza, 20 from cerebro- 
spinal fever, and 17 from other epidemic diseases, of which 10 were ascribed 
to erysipelas, 6 to encephalitis lethargica, and 1 to dysentery. Compared with the 
number in the previous month, deaths from influenza are 72 more, from whooping- — 
cough 18 more, from measles 11 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 8 more, from 
gcarlet fever 7 more, and from typhoid fever 3 more, but those from diphtheria 
number the same, while from other epidemic diseases they are 2 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 770, and equalled a rate of 4:0 per 
thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
986 more, while the rate is 1‘7 more but is 0°5 less than the average, or if the 
abnormal rate of 7:3 in 1929 be excluded it is 0°2 above the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 218, of which 175 were ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in the 
previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 17 more, and from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system 30 more. Compared with the average number 
for February the former are 15 fewer but the latter are 4 more.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES suppled by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


FEBRUARY 19382. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°537 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°692 in, 

Mean temperature, 40°'4 F.; greater by 2°:0 F. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 10°°6 F.; greater by 0°:4 F. 

Rain, depth in inches, 0°12; less by 2°72 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 5 days’ excess of northerly winds. 


The quiet anticyclonic conditions existing at the end of January persisted 
throughout February, barometric pressure being on the average everywhere high. 
Winds were generally light to moderate in character and weather was unusually dry 
aud rather mild. In the Edinburgh area the mean barometric pressure for the 
month was the highest for any month since at least 1769, while the mean given 
above is the highest since at least 1856. The extremes of pressure at Edinburgh 
were 30°96 in. on 20th and 30:27 in. on 23rd. 

Temperature during the month was, as in January, high for the season; the 
highest maxima were mostly centred around the 3rd, 6th and 23rd and the lowest 
screen minima around the llth and 18th. On the 3rd 58° F. was reached at Crieff 
and Perth, and on the morning of 11th the minimum was 15° F. at Dalwhinnie. 
Under the quiet conditions night frosts were general and were reported on all nights 
with the exception of the 5th. The lowest temperatures on the grass were 7° F. on 
the llth, 8° F. on the 18th, and 10°F. on 16th, all at Dalwhinnie. 12° F. was 
reported from Renfrew on 13th and from Balmoral on the 18th. 


The outstanding feature of the month’s weather was the deficiency of rainfall. 
At many places there was a complete absence of measurable precipitation in any 
form, whilst in others it was the smallest in amount for any month since records 
began. Ayr, Greenock, Glenetive, Maybole, Hamilton, Chipperkyle (Dumfries) and 
Stronvar reported having either no rainfall or no measurable rain. Only in the 
extreme north did the rainfall for the month reach 1 inch or more, the largest being 
probably that of Achfary, 2°67 in., 1°31 in. of which fell on the 2nd. Over Scotland 
as a whole the rainfall was as a percentage of the average generally well under 10 
per cent., this figure being practically only exceeded in north-eastern and extreme 
northern counties. No place reported a higher percentage than 55. Snow, sleet or 
hail fell locally on the 8th, 9th, 10th, 11th and 28th, but amounts were very small, 
the snow being reported lying at Braemar and Balmoral to a depth of half an inch 
on 10th and llth. As a result of the absence of rain absolute or partial droughts 
were experienced in most districts. 

Gales and thunderstorms were not reported but mist or fog was fairly prevalent, 
particularly in the early mornings, being reported from some place or another on all 
days excepting the 10th, llth, 24th and 27th. The fog was dense locally on 8th, 
and between 15th and 18th. In the Clyde area there was fog on 19 different days. 

Sunshine aggregates were generally above the average. 

Aurora was observed locally on nights of 3rd, 4th, 8th, 11th and 12th.

REPORT 


During the month of March 1932. there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4,269 living children, of whom 2,176 
were males and 2,093 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 149 more, of female children 182 more, and 
of children of both sexes 331 more. The monthly birth-rate in these towns 
taken collectively was 20°5 per thousand, This rate is 0°3 more than in the 
previous month, but is 1'0 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25:3 in Odatheidge 
25°1 in Hamilton and 24°4 in Greenock, to 16°] in Dunfermline, 17:0 in Edinburgh, 
and 17-8 in Kirkcaldy. In Dundee it was 22:0, in Glasgow 21-6, in Paisley 21:3, 
in Motherwell and Wishaw 21:3, in Clydebank 20°8, in Falkirk 19-6, in Perth 19:6, 
in Kilmarnock 18°8, in Aberdeen 18°7, and in Ayr 18:2. 

Of the 4,269 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4,019, or 94:1 per cent., were legitimate, while 250, or 5-9 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 314 more than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 17 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is the same as that 
for the previous month. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 14:0 in 
Ayr, 12:1 in Kirkcaldy and 7:4 in Greenock, to 2:1 in Dunfermline, 2:2 in Coat- 
bridge, and 2°6 in Paisley and in Motherwell and Wishaw. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,292, and are 26 more than in 
the previous month. The monthly marriage-rate is 6:2 per thousand, aid is 0-3 less 
than that for the previous month, but 0°5 more than the average. In the individual 
towns the marriage-rate ranged from 8:1 in Aberdeen, 6°8 in Glasgow, 6‘7 in 
Edinburgh and 6°7 in Falkirk, to 3:0 in Coatbridge, 3°8 in Hamilton and 3:9 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 4,152, and are 
447 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,913, of whom 1,980 were males 
and 1,933 were females. The corrected number is 456 more than in the previous 
month, males being 273 more, and females 183 more. 


The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 18°8 per thousand, being 1:1 more than in the previous month, and 
1:5 above the average. In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 27°7 in 
Greenock, 22:1 in Paisley and 21:7 in Coatbridge, to 13:0 in Aberdeen, 13°6 in 
Clydebank and 15:1 in Dunfermline. In Perth this rate was 21:6, in Motherwell 
and Wishaw 20°6, in Ayr 20°2, in Glasgow 19°7, in Kirkcaldy 19-4, in Edinburgh 
18-2, in Kilmarnock 17°3, in Falkirk 16°4, in Hamilton 16:0 and in Dundee 15°5, 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 629, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 152 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
numbered 78 more than in the previous month, while the rate was 10 more than 
in that month, and 34 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 307 in Greenock, 221 in Paisley and 192 in Glasgow, to 62 in Aberdeen, 63 in 
Kirkealdy and 63 in Kilmarnock. In Hamilton it was 185, in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 178, in Falkirk 167, in Perth 160, in Clydebank 136, in Coatbridge 121, 
in Ayr 85, in Dundee 76, in Dunfermline 75 and in Edinburgh 72. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 487, and equalled a rate of 2:3 per thousand. They 
are 157 more than in the previous month, and the rate is 0°6 more. These deaths 
include 147 from measles, 18 from scarlet fever, 23 from whooping-cough, 25 from 
diphtheria, 229 from influenza, 18 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 27 from other 
epidemic diseases, of which 19 were ascribed to erysipelas, 5 to lethargic encephalitis, 
and 3 to dysentery. No deaths from typhoid fever were registered during the 
month. Compared with the number in the previous month, deaths from influenza 
are 127 more, from measles 36 more, and from other epidemic diseases 10 more, but 
those from diphtheria are 2 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 2 fewer, from scarlet 
fever 3 fewer, and from whooping-cough 6 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 999, and equalled a rate of 4°8 per 
thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths are 
229 more, while the rate is 0°8 more than in that month and 0°8 above the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 257, of which 196 were ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in the 
previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 39 more, and from 
tuberculosis of the respiratory system 21 more. Compared with the average number 
for March the former are 14 fewer but the latter are the same.

Anticyclonic conditions prevailed during the first two or three days when a 
depression near Iceland extended its influence until about the 10th, when again 
anticyclonic conditions became more established ; these persisted until about the 
21st; afterwards depressions and their secondaries dominated the weather situation. 
The extremes of pressure at Edinburgh were 30°46 in. on Ist and 29°05 in. on 30th. 


As in the previous two months of the year the mean temperature was above the 
normal; the highest maxima were centred around the 13th, 19th and 26th, and the 
lowest screen minima around 4th, 8th and 12th; among the extremes were 60° F. 
at Arbroath on 13th and 11° F. at Dalwhinnie on 12th. In the Orkneys the highest 
temperature recorde1 was only 48° F. Ground frosts were frequent and widespread, 
being reported on all mornings at some place or another except on 20th, 25th, 27th 
and 28th. The lowest grass temperatures were those of 4° F. and 8° F. at 
Dalwhinnie on 3rd and 12th respectively ; readings of 15°F. or under were, 
however, not infrequent. 

In northern and eastern districts, in Orkneys and Shetlands, in Argyll and 
locally elsewhere rainfall totals were above the average. The deficiency in the 
remaining areas was in places very marked, particularly in parts of Inverness-shire 
and western Perthshire. The drought which was so pronounced in February 
generally gave way about the 3rd or 4th, but most rain fell during the last ten days 
of the month. Amongst the largest falls were 2:25 in. at Kinlochquoich on 13th 
and 1°44 at Achfary on 30th. 1°07 in. also fell at Achfary on 6th. Snow, sleet 
or hail showers were of frequent occurrence, being reported mostly between the 4th 
and 12th, again on 15th and 19th, and on 30th and 31st; around the 6th and 7th 
there were some rather heavy falls of snow locally, 5 in. being reported at Strath- 
peffer on 6th and at Pearsie on 7th. 

Fog was reported on about 20 different days, being dense locally, particularly in 
the Clyde area, on the 4th. Gales occurred on 5th, 6th, 22nd, 26th, 27th, 30th 
and 3lst, those on last two days affecting most of northern and north-western 
districts. Thunderstorms were reported on 5th, 6th and 30th, western districts 
being mostly affected on 5th and 6th and south-eastern areas on 30th. 

Sunshine aggregates were generally much below the average, the month being 
dull; aurora, however, was noted on nights of 4th, 7th, 8th, 10th, 11th, 19th, 28th, 
29th, 30th and 3lst, the displays of 7th, 10th, 28th and 31st being perhaps the 
most widely observed. On five occasions the aurora was observed as far south as 
Dumfriesshire.

During the month of April 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4,309 living children, of whom 2,232 
were males and 2,077 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 56 more, of female children 16 fewer, and of 
children of both sexes 40 more. ‘The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 21:1 per thousand. This rate is 0°38 more than in the previous 
month, but is 1‘0 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25:6 in Coatbridge, 
23°7 in Glasgow and 23:5 in Greenock, to 15°6 in Edinburgh, 16-2 in Dunfermline 
and 17-0 in Ayr. In Hamilton it was 23-3, in Kilmarnock 22°8, in Aberdeen 22:0, 
in Motherwell and Wishaw 21:1, in Clydebank 20-7, in Falkirk 20°'5, in Kirkcaldy 
20:4, in Dundee 19°4, in Paisley 19°1 and in Perth 17:1. 

Of the 4,309 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4,024, or 93°4 per cent., were legitimate, while 285, or 6°6 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 5 more than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 35 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°7 more than 
in the previous month. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 13°5 in 
Hamilton and 10°5 in Aberdeen, to 0:0 in Coatbridge and 1:2 in Clydebank. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,502, and are 210 more than 
in the previous month. The marriage rate, 7:4 per thousand, is 1:3 more than 
that for the previous month, but is 2:0 below the average. In the individual 
towns the marriage-rate ranged from 9°3 in Dundee, 9:1 in Perth and 86 in 
Falkirk, to 3°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 4°3 in Ayr and 5:0 in Coatbridge. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,315, and are 
837 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual

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residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,095, of whom 1,542 were males 
and 1,553 were females. The corrected number is 818 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 438 fewer and females 380 fewer. 


The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 15:2 per thousand, being 3:4 below that for the previous month, but 
0:1 above the average. In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 18°5 in 
Greenock, 17:0 in Dundee and 17:0 in Coatbridge, to 11:1 in Kilmarnock, 1274 in 
Dunfermline and 12°6 in Perth. In Glasgow this rate was 15°5, in Falkirk 15:5, 
in Motherwell and Wishaw 14:8, in Edinburgh 14:7, in Paisley 14°5, in Ayr 14°3, 
in Aberdeen 14:1, in Clydebank 14:0, in Kirkcaldy 13:0, and in Hamilton 12:9. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 427, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 107 per thousand of the average number of births registered 


monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 


numbered 202 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate was 45 below that 
for March, but 3 above the average. In the individual towns this rate ranged 
from 177 in Clydebank, 170 in Greenock and 161 in Ayr, to 32 in Kilmarnock, 49 
in Kirkcaldy and 59 in Dunfermline. In Paisley it was 148, in Glasgow 116, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 106, in Aberdeen 104, in Coatbridge 102, in Hamilton 
90, in Falkirk 85, in Dundee 80, in Edinburgh 76 and in Perth 61. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. | to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 249, and equalled a death-rate from these causes of 
1-2 per thousand. They are 238 fewer than in the previous month, and the rate 
is 1:1 less than in that month. These deaths include 81 from measles, 10 from 
scarlet fever, 27 from whooping-cough, 24 from diphtheria, 73 from influenza, 17 
from cerebro-spinal fever, and 17 from other epidemic diseases, of which 12 were 
ascribed to erysipelas, 4 to lethargic encephalitis, and 1 to acute poliomyelitis. No 
deaths from typhoid fever were registered during the month. Compared with 
the number in the previous month, deaths from whooping-cough are 4 more, but 
those from diphtheria are 1 fewer, from cerebro-spinal fever 1 fewer, from scarlet 
fever 8 fewer, from other epidemic diseases 10 fewer, from measles 66 fewer and 
from influenza 156 fewer. 


Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 556, and equalled a death-rate of 2°7 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 443 fewer, while the rate is 2°0 less than that for the previous month, and 0:2 
below the average. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 241, of which 175 were ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in the 
previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 16 fewer, and from 


tuberculosis of the respiratory system 21 fewer. Compared with the average number 
for April the former are 12 fewer and the latter 6 fewer.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh.

During most of the month depressions and secondaries moved southwards or 
south-eastwards across or near the British Isles, giving rise to cold, showery and 
unsettled weather with frequent strong winds, Around the 12th, and again about 
the 17th, there were brief anti-cyclonic spells while during the last few days a 
depression approached our south-west coasts from the Atlantic and remained almost 
stationary off Western Ireland. The extremes of pressure at Edinburgh were 
30°42 in. on 12th and 28°85 in. on 10th, the latter being the lowest April pressure 
since 1919. 

Apart from the relatively mild spell towards the close of the month, when the 
thermometer rose to the 60 degree level in western districts, 62° F. being reached 
at Onich on the 30th, there were no warm periods, it being the coldest April since 
1922. The coldest periods were perhaps those centred around the 3rd and 17th, 
when, amongst the minima in the screen, were 22° F. on the 3rd at West Linton 
and 19° F. on the 17th at Dalwhinnie. On the mornings of 3rd and 17th the grass 
minimum thermometer at Dalwhinnie recorded 9° F., while at the same place on 
13th and 27th it was 15° F, On the morning of the 3rd the grass temperature at 
Renfrew was 16° F. Ground frosts were reported on all days excepting the 6tb, 
14th, 28th, 29th and 30th. The highest temperature reached at Deerness during 
the month was only 50° F., this being recorded on the 19th. 

In a small area in East Lothian rainfall totals were below normal but elsewhere 
there was an excess, the wettest areas being those adjoining the Cromarty Firth. 
The 9th was a very wet day, falls of over 1 inch of rain being reported from most 
southern, central, western and northern districts ; falls of over 1 inch occurred more 
locally on the lst and between the 5th and 10th and on the 13th; Kinlochquoich 
had 4 days with more than 1 inch, and Arrochar, Gruline, Glencroe and Fintry 
3 such days. On the 5th 1°85 in. fell at Kinlochquoich. Snow, sleet and hail 
occurred frequently during the first fortnight and again between the 20th and 25th ; 
the falls of snow were generally light, amongst the greatest depths reported being 
that of 3 inches at Bangour on the 2nd. 

Fog occurred locally on 21st and again between the 27th and 30th, being rather 
dense on the 29th in the Firth of Forth. Gales were reported from some place each 
day from 6th to 14th and again on 23rd, 25th and 29th, those of 6th and 10th 
being perhaps the most widespread. Thunderstorms were rather frequent, occurring 
on at Jeast 15 different days. 

Over southern and south-eastern Scotland, sunshine aggregates were in general 
above the average, whilst elsewhere there was a marked deficiency. Aurora was 
observed in northern districts each night from Ist to 4th and on 6th, 7th, 11th and 
21st, those at the beginning of the month being most frequently reported.

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REPORT 


During the month of May 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4,297 living children, of whom 2,186 
were males and 2,111 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 46 fewer, of female children 34 more, and of 
children of both sexes 12 fewer. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 20°4 per thousand. This rate is 0°7 less than in the previous 
month, and is 1°3 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 26°4 in Coatbridge, 
26°4 in Ayr, 23:0 in Aberdeen and 23:0 in Falkirk, to 15°3 in Dunfermline, 15:9 in 
Edinburgh and 18:2 in Perth. In Greenock it was 22°7, in Dundee 21°8, in 
Hamilton 21°7, in Clydebank 21°5,in Glasgow 21:0, in Motherwell and Wishaw 
21:0, in Paisley 20°'5, in Kirkcaldy 20-0, and in Kilmarnock 18-4. 

Of the 4,297 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
4,036, or 93°9 per cent., were legitimate, while 261, or 6:1 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 12 more than in the previous month, but the 
illegitimate children are 24 fewer. ‘The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°5 less 
than that for the previous month. In the individual towns this rate ranged from 
10°9 in Dunfermline, 9°5 in Aberdeen and 9:2 in Coatbridge, to 2°6 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 2°7 in Kirkcaldy, and 4°6 in Paisley and in Clydebank, 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 886, and are 616 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 4:2 per thousand, is 3:2 less than 
that for the previous month, but is 0°7 above the average. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,077, and are 
238 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of

and 1,403 were females. The corrected number is 268 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 118 fewer and females 150 fewer. 


The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 13°4 per thousand, being 1°8 below that for the previous month, and 
0:1 below the average. In the individual towns the death-rate ranged from 17°3 in 
Falkirk, 15-4 in Aberdeen, 14°7 in Kirkcaldy and 14°6 in Dundee, to 86 in 
Clydebank, 8:7 in Dunfermline and 10°9 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Paisley 
this rate was 14°3, in Greenock 13-9, in Hamilton 13:7, in Glasgow 13°3, in 
Edinburgh 13:2, in Kilmarnock 13-2, in Ayr 12°6, in Coatbridge 12:4 and in Perth 
11:8. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 366, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 88 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
numbered 61 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 19 below that 
for the previous month, and 2 below the average. In the individual towns this rate 
ranged from 123 in Kilmarnock, 115 in Hamilton and 103 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw, to 20 in Perth, 38 in Dunfermline and 49 in Falkirk. In Glasgow it was 
102, in Kirkealdy 98, in Dundee 91, in Aberdeen 91, in Greenock 87, in Coatbridge 
85, in Ayr 85, in Paisley 68, in Clydebank 61, and in Edinburgh 52. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 171, and equalled a death-rate from these causes of 
0:8 per thousand. They are 78 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate 
ig 0°4 less than in that month. These deaths include 63 from measles, 10 from 
scarlet fever, 28 from whooping-cough, 9 from diphtheria, 35 from influenza, 13 
from cerebro-spinal fever, and 13 from other epidemic diseases, all of which were 
ascribed to erysipelas. No deaths from typhoid fever were registered during the 
month. Compared with the number in the previous month, deaths from influenza 
are 38 fewer, from measles 18 fewer, from diphtheria 15 fewer, from cerebro-spinal 
fever 4 fewer and from other epidemic diseases 4 fewer, but those from scarlet fever 
number the same, while from whooping-cough they are 1 more. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 435, and equalled a death-rate of 2°1 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 121 fewer, while the rate is 0-6 less than that for the previous month, and 0:2 
below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 239, of which 172 were ascribed 
to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in the 
previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 2 fewer, and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 3 fewer. Compared with the average for May the former 
number the same but the latter are 8 more.

At the beginning and again towards the end of the month barometric pressure 
was high to the north or north-west of the British Isles and relatively low to the 
south or south-east, this distribution giving rise to a predominance of cold north- 
easterly winds with more rain and cloud in southern and eastern areas than in the 
north and west. About the middle of the month there was a period of southerly 
to south-westerly type of weather. The extremes of pressure at Edinburgh were 
30°28 in. on 3rd and 29°50 in. on 12th. 

Although the mean temperature differed little from the average, day temperatures 
were on the whole rather low and the nights relatively mild, the approximation to 
the mean being due to the smallness of the mean daily range of temperature. 
Warm spells were brief and were centred mainly about the 17th and 31st; on the 
latter date 72° F. was reached at Ruthwell, and 70° F. at Achnashellach and 
Glenbranter. The coldest mornings lay between the 6th and 9th, when tempera- 
tures in the screen dropped to 25° F. locally and grass temperatures to 16° F., 25° F. 
in the screen being recorded during this period at Dalwhinnie, West Linton, 
Braemar and Balmoral, and 16° F. on the grass at Renfrew and Glenbranter. 
At Braemar on the 8th the screen minimum was 23°F, Ground frosts were 
reported locally from 3rd to 11th, on 15th and 17th, from 23rd to 27th and again 
on 29th and 31st. 

Generally in western districts from the Firth of Clyde northwards and in the 
Orkneys and Shetlands rainfall totals were well below the average, while in 
southern and eastern districts and in the districts adjoining the Cromarty Firth 
totals were above the average, the greatest excess being probably on the eastern 
slopes of the Grampians. Falls of over 1 inch of rain occurred locally, particularly 
in western and northern areas, on 8th, 12th, 15th, 16th and 20th, the most wide- 
spread being perhaps those of 12th and 15th. Snow, sleet or hail fell locally 
between the 4th and 10th and sleet or hail on 24th and 25th. Snow lay two inches 
deep at Braemar on 6th and 7th. 

Fog occurred some place or another on 13 days, and was dense locally in the 
Firth of Forth on the Ist, and at Bangour on Ist and 3lst. Gales were reported on 
6 days, while thunderstorms occurred on 10 days, the most widespread being those 
on 9th. 

Sunshine aggregates were, except in a few districts, chiefly in the extreme north 
and in southern Hebrides, well below the average May figures, the deficiency 
almost reaching an average of two hours per day along the east coast. It was the 
most sunless May in Edinburgh since 1906. 


Aurora was observed locally in northern districts on 2nd, 4th, 5th and 8th.

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REPORT 


During the month of June 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 4,249 living children, of whom 2,174 
were males and 2,075 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 12 fewer, of female children 36 fewer, and of 
children of both sexes 48 fewer. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 20°8 per thousand. This rate is 0-4 more than in the previous 
month, but is 0'5 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 24°3 in Ayr, 23°9 

in Coatbridge and 23:0 in Motherwell and Wishaw, to 14°6 in Perth, 17:1 in 
_ Edinburgh and 17-7 in Kilmarnock. In Greenock it was 22°7, in Hamilton 22°7, 
in Glasgow 22°3, in Dundee 21°5, in Kirkcaldy 21:3, in Paisley 21:1, in Falkirk 
19°5, in Aberdeen 19°3, in Clydebank 19:1 and in Dunfermline 18°6. 

Of the 4,249 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,982, or 93°7 per cent., were legitimate, while 267, or 6°3 per cent., were illegitimate.

These deaths include 1 from typhoid fever, 31 
from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 22 from whooping-cough, 10 from diphtheria, 
19 from influenza, 9 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 12 from other epidemic 
diseases, of which 6 were ascribed to erysipelas, 3 to lethargic encephalitis, 2 to 
dysentery and 1 to acute poliomyelitis. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, deaths from typhoid fever are 1 more and from diphtheria 1 more, but those 
from other epidemic diseases are 1 fewer, from scarlet fever 3 fewer, from cerebro- 
spinal fever 4 fewer, from whooping-cough 6 fewer, from influenza 16 fewer and 
from measles 32 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 324, and equalled a death-rate of 1:6 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 111 fewer, while the rate is 0°5 less than in that month, and 0:1 below the 
average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 204, of which 144 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 35 fewer, and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 28 fewer. Compared with the average for June the former 
are 18 fewer and the latter 11 fewer.

Throughout the month barometric pressure remained high to the north, west or 
south of Scotland, the only interruption of importance to this occurring towards 
the end when a shallow depression moved eastwards across the British Isles. 
Weather was on the whole quiet and dry with temperatures generally about normal. 
The extremes of pressure at Edinburgh were 30°41 in. on 15th and 29-40 in. 
on 30th. 

The mean temperature was slightly above normal, this being due to warm days 
at the beginning, around the middle and towards the end of the month. On the 
16th and 17th temperatures soared in many areas to between 70° F. and 80°F, 
80° F. being reached at Ruthwell on the 16th, and at Renfrew and Paisley on the 
17th. The high temperatures at the beginning and end of the month were not 
quite so high and so generally experienced as those at the middle, but nevertheless 
temperatures of over 70° F. were recorded during those periods. Locally in the 
extreme north the temperatures failed to reach 70°F. during the month; the 
highest at Lerwick was that of 59° F. on the 29th. In the early mornings some 
low temperatures in the screen were recorded, the lowest being that of 27° F. at 
Dalwhinnie on the 6th. Ground frosts were noted particularly between the 4th 
and 9th, and again between 18thand 22nd. The temperature on the grass fell to 
18° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 6th and to 19° F. on the 4th. 

In all districts the rainfall was well below the average, the deficiency being 
most pronounced in the regions adjoining the Caledonian Canal, where locally it 
was less than 10 per cent. of the normal, In many areas most of the rain that was 
recorded fell on a few days and mostly towards the end of the month, the 27th to 
the 30th being very wet locally, many places having on one of these days over an 
inch of rain. At Nairn there was only 0°10 in. of rain, this being the smallest June 
total since at least 1866. Over large areas there was little or no rain until the 
24th or 25th. At Ayr the total for the month was 1°46 in. and of this 1:25 in. fell 
on the 28th; this was characteristic of the June figures. Hail showers fell very 
locally on 2nd, 4th and 9th, and fresh snow was reported on the hills at Braemar 
on the 4th. 

Fog occurred locally on five days, the most widespread being that affecting 
eastern coastal districts on the Ist. Local thunderstorms were reported on 13 
days, the most frequently reported being those from central Highlands on 2nd. 

Aurora and gales were not recorded. Sunshine aggregates varied greatly 
there being over an hour per day above the average in Edinburgh and the Orkneys, 
while at Aberdeen and in the northern Hebrides there was less than the average.

REPORT 


During the month of July 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,853 living children, of whom 1,960 
were males and 1,893 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 214 fewer, of female children 182 fewer, and of 
children of both sexes 396 fewer. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 18:3 per thousand. This rate is 2°5 less than in the previous 
month, and is 20 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25°6 in Coatbridge, 
24°5 in Greenock and 21:0 in Clydebank, in Hamilton and in Ayr, to 13°0 in 
Dunfermline, 13°5 in Perth, and 14°6 in Edinburgh. In Glasgow the rate was 
19-7, in Motherwell and Wishaw 19:7, in Paisley 17°9, in Dundee 17:1, in 
Aberdeen 16°9, in Falkirk 15°3, in Kirkcaldy 15:2, and in Kilmarnock 15:0. 

Of the 3,853 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,602, or 93°5 per cent., were legitimate, while 251, or 6°5 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 380 fewer than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 16 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0:2 more 
than that for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 14:0 
in Kirkcaldy and 10:0 in Perth, to 3°5 in Clydebank and 42 in Greenock. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2,406, and are 227 more than — 
in the previous month. The marriage rate, 11:4 per thousand, is 0°7 more than 
in the previous month, but is 1°3 less than the average. In the individual towns 
it ranged from 14°7 in Falkirk and 14°3 in Dunfermline, to 6:1 in Ayr and 6:9 
in Clydebank. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,417, and are

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283 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,241, of whom 1,112 were males _ 
and 1,129 were females. The corrected number is 275 fewer than in the previous — 
month, males being 212 fewer and females 63 fewer. : 

The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based on the corrected number 
of deaths was 10°6 per thousand, being 1:7 below that for the previous month, and 
0°8 below the average. In the individual towns the rate ranged from 15: 3 in 
Hamilton, 13-5 in Perth, and 12°3 in Kirkealdy, to 6°8 in Ayr, 8-1 in Coatbridge, — 
and 8°6 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Aberdeen it was 11:6, in Dundee 11:4, — 
in Glasgow 10°8, in Dunfermline 10:7, in Kilmarnock 10°4, in Edinburgh 10:3, 
in Greenock 10:0, in Clydebank 9°6, in Paisley 9:4, and in Falkirk 9:3. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 259, and equalled an © 
infantile mortality rate of 63 per thousand of the average number of births registered — 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths — 
are 30 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 11 less than in — 
that month, and 4 below the average. In the individual towns it ranged from 
95 in Greenock, 86 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 85 in Falkirk, to 0 in 
Dunfermline, 28 in Paisley and 32 in Kilmarnock. In Perth it was 82, in 
Hamilton 78, in Coatbridge 74, in Aberdeen 72, in Glasgow 67, in Edinburgh 60, 
in Clydebank 49, in Kirkcaldy 49, in Dundee 42 and in Ayr 34, 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 63, and equalled a death-rate from these causes of 
0-3 per thousand. They are 48 fewer than in the previous month, while the 
rate is 0-2 less than in that month. They include 1 from typhoid fever, 9 — 
from measles, 8 from scarlet fever, 15 from whooping-cough, 8 from diphtheria, 
5 from influenza, 10 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 7 from other epidemic 
diseases, of which 4 were ascribed to erysipelas, 2 to lethargic encephalitis and 
1 to acute poliomyelitis. Compared with the number in the previous month, deaths 
from scarlet fever are 1 more and from cerebro-spinal fever 1 more, but those from 
typhoid fever nnmber the same, while from diphtheria they are 2 fewer, from other 
epidemic diseases 5 fewer, from whooping-cough 7 fewer, from ‘aap 14 fewer 
and from measles 22 fewer. 





Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 244, and equalled a death-rate of 1°2 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 80 fewer, while the rate is 0°4 less than in that month, and 0:2 below the 
average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 181, of which 125 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 23 fewer and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 19 fewer. Compared with the average for July the former 
are 28 fewer and the latter 23 fewer.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


JULY 1982. 


Mean barometric pressure, 29°772 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0:128 in. 
Mean temperature, 58°°8 F.; greater by 0°°9 F. 





Mean daily range of femperature, 12°-2 F.; less by 2°-1 F. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°94 in. ; less by 0°08 in. 

Wind, direction of: a 6 days’ excess of south-westerly winds. 

During the first ten days secondaries to a low pressure system near Iceland 
moved across the country and gave rise to unsettled weather with rain at times 
in most districts. ‘Thereafter for a few days pressure rose somewhat in the north, 
but this was soon replaced by low pressure systems which predominated for the 
rest of the month, the weather on the whole being rather disturbed. The mean 
~ barometric pressure was decidedly below normal, the extremes at Edinburgh were 
30°14 in. on 18th and 29°16 in. on Ist. 

The mean temperature was slightly above normal and this was largely due to 
the mildness of the nights as apart from short warm spells, mostly of a local 
character, around 9th, 19th and 31st, day maxima were generally below normal. © 
Locally, particularly in eastern districts, temperatures on the 9th, 10th and 19th 
reached or exceeded 75° F. in places, the highest being 83° F. on 10th at Aberdeen. 
80° F. was recorded at Stonehaven on the 9th and at Liberton, Edinburgh, on the 
10th. At Balmoral the 15th, with 72° F., was the warmest day, and this was 
followed by 53° F. on the 16th, this being the coldest. Ground frost was reported 
locally on the 15th, 18th and 23rd. 


Over south-eastern counties, particularly in coastal districts, locally in the Tay 
and Clyde estuaries, in the littoral of the Moray Firth and in the Hebrides rainfall 
totals were below the average ; elsewhere the totals were above normal and varied 
irregularly, this being due to the prevalence of rain of a thundery type. Large 
daily falls were not infrequent, many places having an inch or more of rain on 
one or more days; there were four such days at Ardgour and Polloch House, 
Glenfinnan, while at Glencoe 1°30 in. is reported as having fallen on the 30th 
in four hours. The largest daily totals recorded were 2°32 in. at Muir of Ord on 
31st and 2°24 in. at Glencroe on the 3rd and at Eskdalemuir on 13th. Another 
feature of the rainfall was that in many areas there were only a few rainless days. 

Fog was reported on 10 days, that of 3lst being dense in the Shetlands. Gales 
were recorded at Kirkwall on the Ist and 4th. Thunderstorms were frequent and 
at times widespread, occurring on at least 19 days, the most general being those 
on 3rd and 4th, on 21st and 22nd, on each day from 24th to 28th and on 30th 
and 31st, whilst the most reported weregthose of 3rd, 26th and 31st. 

Sunshine aggregates were in general well below the average, the deficiency 
being over most of the country of the order of one hour per day.

AUGUST 1932. 
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REPORT 


During the month of August 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,922 living children, of whom 1,974 
were males and 1,948 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 14 more, of female children 55 more, and of 
children of both sexes 69 more. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 18°6 per thousand. This rate is 0°3 more than in the previous 
month, but is 10 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 22°6 in Hamilton, 
21:9 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 21°8 in Coatbridge, to 12:0 in Kirkcaldy, 
15:2 in Perth, and 15:9 in Edinburgh. In Kilmarnock the rate was 20°8, in 
Ayr 20°6, in Clydebank 20°5, in Falkirk 20°5, in Greenock 19°9, in Glasgow 19°5, 
in Aberdeen 18°'5, in Paisley 18:1, in Dundee 17°9, and in Dunfermline 16:3. 

Of the 3,922 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,677, or 93°8 per cent., were legitimate, while 245, or 6:2 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 75 more than in the Bee month, and the 
illegitimate children 6 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°3 less 
than that for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 8°8 
in Kilmarnock and 8:2 in Dundee, to 1°6 in Falkirk and 2:0 in Dunfermline. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,581, and are 825 less than 
in the previous month. The marriage rate, 7°5 per thousand, is 3°9 less than 
in the previous month, but is 0:4 above the average. In the individual towns 
it ranged from 10°7 in Dunfermline and 10°6 in Edinburgh, to 3°4 in Hamilton 
and 4°2 in Ayr.

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 324, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 79 per thousand of the average number of births registered 


monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths © 


are 65 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 16 more than in 
that month, and 14 above the average. In the individual towns it ranged from 
119 in Aberdeen, 94 in Kilmarnock, and 88 in Greenock, to 37 in Clydebank, 
41 in Dunfermline, and 51 in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow it was 83, in Ayr 81, in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 77, in Coatbridge 74, in Edinburgh 73, in Falkirk 67 
in Hamilton 64, in Dundee 63, in Paisley 63, and in Perth 61. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 81, and equalled a death-rate from these causes of 
0-4 per thousand. They are 18 more than in the previous month, while the 
rate is 0°l more than in that month.

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 


those associated with influenza, numbered 245, and equalled a death-rate of 1:2 — 


per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 1 more, while the rate is the same as in that month and is the same as 
the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 163, of which 123 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 18 fewer and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 2 fewer. Compared with the average for August the former

At the beginning and towards the end of the month secondaries, associated 
with depressions to the north and north-west of the British Isles, moved eastwards 
across the British Isles. In the intervening period, apart from the passage east- 
wards of a depression across the country on the 12th and 13th, conditions were 
mainly anticyclonic. The mean barometric pressure for Scotland as a whole was the 
highest for August since 1899, while the extremes at Edinburgh were 30°47 in. on 
23rd and 29°71 in. on 30th, the latter extreme being probably the highest minimum 
pressure in August in the Edinburgh area since at least 1840. 

As in July the nights were mainly mild for the season and this largely accounted 
for the mean temperature being above normal. Some high maxima, however, were 
recorded, chiefly around the 6th, llth and 16th, particularly in eastern and 
southern districts, 82° F. being reached on the 11th at Kelso (Broomlands) and 
Marchmont, while 81° F. was recorded on the same day at Ruthwell. Locally in 
northern and western districts the highest maxima failed during the month to 
reach the 70 degree level, the highest at Stornoway being 67°F. on the 29th. 
Ground frosts occurred locally between the 22nd and 25th and again on 31st, the 
lowest grass temperature reported being that of 23° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 24th, 
The lowest screen minima occurred on the 23rd, 28° F. being recorded on that date 
at Arbroath and Balmoral. 


Only in the Hebrides, in Sutherland, the Orkneys and Shetlands did rainfall 
totals exceed the normal. Southwards and south-eastwards from these areas the 
rainfall deficiency increased until locally there was less than 10 per cent. of the 
normal, and over a wide area, stretching from the Dee and Don Valleys to the 
borders, less than 40 per cent. It was locally, particularly in the Lothians and in 
Fife, the driest August on record; at Dirleton the total was only 0°19 in., the 
lowest since at least 1892, while at the Royal Observatory, Edinburgh, with 0°37 in., 
it was the dryest since records commenced. In the Edinburgh area it was the dryest 
August since at least 1785. The 11th, 12th and 31st were very wet locally in western 
aud north-western districts, falls in places on one or other of these dates reaching over 
an inch; 1°50 in. was recorded at Achnashellach on the 12th. 


Fog occurred locally on 10 days, being dense at West Linton and Balerno on the 
14th. Thunderstorms were reported on 6th, 8th, llth to 13th and 19th to 21st, 


those of the two latter periods being experienced in most districts. Gales were 
noted on two occasions and hail on one.

Sunshine aggregates were about normal in the extreme north and sub-normal in 


the south. Tiree enjoyed a very sunny spell between 21st and 25th, the daily 
average over this period exceeding 12 hours.

REPORT 


During the month of September 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,653 living children, of whom 1,861 
were males and 1,792 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 113 fewer, of female children 156 fewer, and of 
children of both sexes 269 fewer. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 17:9 per thousand. This rate is 0°7 below that for the previous 
month, and 1‘! below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 23-9 in Coatbridge, 
920-2 in Paisley, and 19°6 in Clydebank, to 11-7 in Dunfermline, 15:4 in Edinburgh, 
and 15°7 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Falkirk it was 19°5, in Glasgow 19:2, in 
Ayr 18:7, in Hamilton 18°3, in Greenock 18°2,in Kirkcaldy 18:2, in Perth 17:1, 
in Kilmarnock 16°8, in Aberdeen 16°7, and in Dundee 15°8. 

Of the 3,653 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,437, or 94°1 per cent., were legitimate, while 216, or 5°9 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 240 fewer than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate 29 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°3 less than 
that for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 11°8 in 
Dunfermline and 11:3 in Kilmarnock, to 1°3 in Clydebank and 2:3 in Coatbridge. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 2,016, and are 435 more than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 9°9 per thousand, is 2°4 more than 
that for the previous month, and 0°5 above the average. In the individual towns 
it ranged from 13°6 in Perth, 11°8 in Edinburgh and 11°3 in Ayr, to 3°8 in Greenock, 
5-6 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 5:6 in Coatbridge. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,392, and are

residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,210, of whom 1,139 were males 
and 1,071 were females. The corrected number is 102 fewer than in the previous 
month, males being 21 fewer and females 81 fewer. 


The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 10°8 per thousand, being 0°2 below that for the previous month, and ~ 
0'4 below the average. In the individual towns the rate ranged from 13°7 in 
Ayr, 12°4 in Dundee, and 11:7 in Kilmarnock, to 6°5 in Dunfermline, 8°3 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, and 84 in Clydebank. In Falkirk it was 11°6, in 
Edinburgh 11:1, in Glasgow 11:0, in Paisley 10°9, in Aberdeen 10:5, in Perth 10°], 
in Kirkealdy 9-7, in Coatbridge 9°7, in Greenock 9°6, and in Hamilton 9:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 261, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 66 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 63 fewer than in the previous month, while the rate is 13 less than in 
that month, and 7 below the average. In the individual towns it ranged from 
114 in Greenock, 105 in Falkirk, and 89 in Coatbridge, to 0 in Dunfermline, 27 
in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 35 in Kirkcaldy. In Kilmarnock it was 81, in 
Hamilton 81, in Glasgow 72, in Ayr 69, in Perth 64, in Edinburgh 60, in Aberdeen 
60, in Paisley 50, in Dundee 48, and in Clydebank 38, 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. | to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 72, and equalled a death-rate from these causes of 
0-4 per thousand. They are 9 fewer than in the previous month, but the rate 
is the same as in that month. They include 3 from typhoid fever, 1 from 
measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 14 from whooping-cough, 9 from diphtheria, 15 
from influenza, 10 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 7 from other epidemic diseases, 
of which 5 were ascribed to erysipelas, 1 to dysentery, and 1 to lethargic 
encephalitis. Compared with the number in the previous month, deaths from 
influenza are 8 more, from scarlet fever 6 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 2 more, 
and from typhoid fever 1 more, but those from other epidemic diseases are 5 fewer, 
from whooping-cough 6 fewer, from measles 7 fewer, and from diphtheria 8 
fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 250, and equalled a death-rate of 1:2 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 5 more, while the rate is the same as in that month, but is 0:1 below the 
average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 138, of which 97 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 25 fewer, and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 26 fewer. Compared with the average for September the 
former are 37 fewer, and the latter 34 fewer.

Low pressure systems persisted more or less during the month to the north 
of the British Isles, and had a tendency to move in a south-easterly direction, giving 
rise to a changeable unsettled type of weather. About the middle and towards the 
end of the month brief periods of anticyclonic conditions prevailed. The mean 
barometric pressure was below the average, the extremes at Edinburgh being 30°38 
in. on 28th and 29 20 in. on 25th. 


As in the two previous months the nights were generally mild, but on this 
occasion day temperatures were on the average below normal, the defect in day 
temperatures being greater than the increase in night temperatures. Around the 
15th there was, however, a warm spell, particularly over eastern districts where 
temperatures of over 70° F. were enjoyed; 79° F. was recorded at Aberdeen on the 
15th, and on the same date 76° F. at Balmakewan, 75° F. at Montrose and 
Marchmont, and 74° F. at Logie Coldstone and North Berwick. The coldest 
mornings were perhaps those between the 20th and 28th, 24° F. in the screen being 
recorded at Dalwhinnie on the 21st, and at Eskdalemuir on the 28th. At Renfrew 
the temperature on the grass fell to 18°F. on the 20th and to 17° F. on the 21st, 
while on the latter date 18° Ff. was registered at Dalwhinnie and 19° F. at Glen- 
branter. Ground frosts were reported on 11 different days. 


Rainfall aggregates were, with the exception of a small area chiefly confined to 
central Perthshire including the districts of Strathmore and Strathtay, well above 
. the normal, the difference from normal increasing both to the northwards and 
southwards of this area until in the northern counties and in the border districts 
the rainfall reached twice the average. ‘There were few dry days, particularly in 
north-western districts, where there was locally only one dry day. Heavy daily 
falls were not infrequent; on four days there were falls of over an inch at Ardgour 
and Glenquoich, on one of which the fall at Ardgour was 2°49 in. Amongst the 
largest daily falls were those on the 8th of 2°38 in. at Monreith, 2°37 at Glasserton, 
and 2°31 at Physgill, Wigtownshire. Hail or sleet fell in the Orkneys on 3rd and 
19th, while fresh snow was observed on the Cairngorms on 20th, on hill tops at 
Glencoe on 24th and 25th, and at Achnashellach on 19th and 20th. Hail was also 
reported from Dunbar on 19th. 


Fog was reported on 12 different days, that of the 9th in eastern districts being 
perhaps the most widespread. 


Thunderstorms occurred on 2nd, 3rd, 5th, 7th, 8th, 10th and 25th; the storms 
were chiefly confined to the eastern and southern half of the country, and were 
mostly local in character; those of 7th were mainly located around the Tay Estuary, 
and those of 25th in Aberdeenshire. Gales were reported on 5 days. 


Sunshine aggregates over the eastern half of the country were generally above 
the normal, and those in the west and north-west subnormal, eastern areas enjoying 
approximately twice as many hours of bright sunshine as those in the extreme west. 


Aurora was observed on nine nights, namely from 6th to 8th, 14th, 23rd to 25th, 
28th and 29th.

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REPORT 


During the month of October 1932 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,753 living children, of whom 1,893 
were males and 1,860 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 32 more, of female children 68 more, and of 
children of both sexes 100 more. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 17°8 per thousand. This rate is 0:1 below that for the previous 
month, and 2'4 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 22°3 in Coatbridge, 
20:2 in Kilmarnock, 20-1 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 20:1 in Hamilton, to 10°8 
in Perth, 12°7 in Dunfermline and 15°1 in Edinburgh. In Falkirk it was 19-8, in 
Ayr 19:7, in Glasgow 19-0, in Kirkealdy 18:7, in Clydebank 17°5, in Greenock 17:3, 
in Dundee 17-2, in Aberdeen 17-0 and in Paisley 16:9. 

Of the 3,753 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,517, or 93-7 per cent., were legitimate, while 236, or 6:3 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 80 more than in the previous month, and the 

illegitimate children 20 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0°4 more than 
that for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 9°4 in 
Perth, 9°1 in Aberdeen and 9:1 in Kilmarnock, to 0 in Hamilton, 0 in Dunfermline, 
and 2°4 in Paisley. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,592, and are 424 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage rate, 7°6 per thousand, is 2°3 less than in 
the previous month, but is the same as the average. In the individual towns it 
ranged from 9°9 in Kirkcaldy, 8-6 in Edinburgh and 8°6 in Kilmarnock, to 3:2 in 

Coatbridge, 5°3 in Dundee and 5°3 in Greenock. 





NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the five preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2,705, and are 
313 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual — 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of | 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,483, of whom 1,238 were males i| 
and 1,245 were females. The corrected number is 273 more than in the previous | 
month, males being 99 more, and females 174 more. at 

The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number il 
of deaths was 11°8 per thousand, being 1:0 above that for the previous month, but 
0°6 less than the average. In the individual towns the rate ranged from 14°2 in ; 
Perth, 12°6 in Paisley and 12°5 in Dundee, to 7:2 in Clydebank, 7-9 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw and 9°4 in Coatbridge. In Edinburgh the rate was 12:2, in Glasgow — 
12°1, in Kirkcaldy 12:0, in Kilmarnock 11°9, in Aberdeen 11°8, in Greenock 11°4, 
in Falkirk 11:2, in Hamilton 10:1, in Ayr 9°7, and in Dunfermline 9:7. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 302, and equalled an | 
infantile mortality rate of 74 per thousand of the average number of births registered _ 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 41 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 8 above that for the © 
previous month, but 6 below the average. In the individual towns it ranged from | 
98 in Falkirk, 94 in Kilmarnock, 87 in Glasgow and 87 in Coatbridge, to 22 in 
Dunfermline, 22 in Perth and 25 in Clydebank. In Ayr the rate was 83, in | 
Greenock 77, in Edinburgh 73, in Hamilton 67, in Dundee 64, in Paisley 56, in 
Kirkcaldy 51, in Aberdeen 48 and in Motherwell and Wishaw 35. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. | to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 76, and equalled a death-rate from these causes of 
0-4 per thousand. They are 4 more than in the previous month, but the rate — 
is the same as in that month. They include 1 from measles, 12 from scarlet | 
fever, 9 from whooping-cough, 12 from diphtheria, 19 from influenza, 11 from — 
cerebro-spinal fever, and 12 from other epidemic diseases, 8 of which were ascribed | 
to erysipelas and 4 to lethargic encephalitis. No deaths from typhoid fever were 
registered during the month. Compared with the number in the previous month, 
deaths from other epidemic diseases are 5 more, from influenza 4 more, from 
diphtheria 3 more and from cerebro-spinal fever 1 more, but those from measles 
numbered the same, while from scarlet fever they are 1 fewer, and from whooping- 
cough 5 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 346, and equalled a death-rate of 1°6 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 96 more, while the rate is 0°4 more, but is 0°3 less than the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 156, of which 113 were attri-- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 18 more, and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 16 more. Compared with the average for October the 
former are 34 fewer, and the latter 27 fewer.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


OCTOBER 19382. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29°565 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 
by 0°283 in, 
Mean temperature, 46°:0 F'.; less by 1°°3 F. 
Mean daily range of temperature, 10°-4 F.; less by 1°:1 F. 
Rain, depth in inches, 6°35 in. ; greater by 2°94 in. 
Wind, direction of: a 2 days’ excess of south-westerly winds. 





As in September depressions persisted in moving south-eastwards across or In 
the neighbourhood of the British Isles, and their passage maintained a rather cold, 
stormy and rainy type of weather. The mean barometric pressure was below the 
average, being the lowest for October since 1923. The extremes at Edinburgh were 
30°19 in. on 3rd and 28-92 in. on 8th. 


Both maximum and minimum temperatures were on the average below normal ; 
the highest maxima were generally reported between the 7th and 12th, and the 
lowest minima mostly around 29th, although locally the morning of the 4th was 
cold. 61° F. was recorded at Kilmarnock on the 9th and on the same day 60° F. 
was reached at Balmakewan, Kirkcaldy and Ruthwell. 60°F. was also reported 
from Achnashellach on the 7th, and from Oban on the 12th. On the morning of 
the 29th the screen temperature fell to 24° F. at Renfrew, Braemar and West 
Linton; 24° F. was also registered on the 4th at Dalwhinnie. The temperature on 
the grass at Renfrew on the 4th was 18° F., and on the 29th 16° F.; on the latter 
date 17° F. was noted at Dalwhinnie. Ground frosts were reported from some 
place or another on 20 different days. 


The outstanding weather feature of the month was the frequent and excessive 
rains. Over eastern Scotland east of a line joining Inverness to Dunfermline, and 
over most of the Lothians rainfall aggregates generally were more than twice the 
normal, whilst elsewhere with only one or two isolated exceptions the totals were 
above normal. The wettest days were perhaps the 7th, 8th, 17th and 29th, many 
places having on one or more of these days over an inch of rain. On the 7th over 
two inches fell at Dalry (Forest Lodge), Carsphairn, Arrochar, Tyndrum and 
Moniaive (Glencrosh). There were five days with an inch or more at Glencroe, 
Glenhurich, Glenquoich and Glenetive. In many areas there was nota single day 
without measurable rainfall, while locally the aggregate rainfall for the month was 
the highest for October on record, and at some places the highest for any month. 
At Aberdeen and Arbroath it was the wettest October since 1866, and at Forglen, 
Banffshire, the wettest month since at least 1900. Snow, sleet or hail fell locally 
around 3rd, 13th, 17th, 20th, 21st, 23rd and between 26th and 31st; during the 
last few days of the month the snow had a tendency to he in the Braemar 
district. 

Conditions at times were very disturbed, gales being reported on 12 days, the 
most widespread being probably those around 7th. Fog occurred locally on 14 
days, being dense locally in the Glasgow area on 24th and 30th, and at Braemar 
on 13th. Thunderstorms were noted very locally on 14th, 17th, 20th, 21st 
and 23rd. 


Sunshine aggregates were generally below the normal; in the Hebrides the 
defect almost equalled on the average one hour per day. Aurora was observed on 
each of the nights 20th to 24th inclusive, and also on the 27th and 29th; the 
aurora of 20th was most widely reported.

REPORT 


During the month of November there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,617 living children, of whom 1,858 
were males and 1,759 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 35 fewer, of female children 101 fewer, and of 
children of both sexes 136 fewer. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 17°7 per thousand. This rate is 0:1 below that for the previous 
month, and 1°2 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 23°6 in Coatbridge, 
93°3 in Hamilton and 21:2 in Greenock, to 11°9 in Perth, 14:5 in Falkirk and 14:5 
in Dunfermline. In Motherwell and Wishaw it was 20°0, in Aberdeen 19:2, in 
Ayr 19-0, in Glasgow 18°4, in Kilmarnock 18:0, in Clydebank 17°3, in Edinburgh 
16°0, in Dundee 15°5, in Paisley 15:2, and in Kirkcaldy 14:9. 

Of the 3,617 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,375, or 93°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 242, or 6-7 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 142 fewer than in the previous month, but the 
illegitimate children 6 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is 0-4 more than 
that for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 12°3 in 
Ayr, 8°4 in Edinburgh and 8°4 in Dundee, to 1'9 in Kirkcaldy, 2°9 in Clydebank 
and 3°6 in Paisley. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,247, and are 345 fewer than 
in the previous month. The marriage-rate, 6°l per thousand, is 1°5 less than that 
for the previous month, and 0°1 below the average. In the individual towns it

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ranged from 9:4 in Perth, 6-9 in Aberdeen, 6°5 in Glasgow and 6°5 in Edinburgh, 
to 2°8 in Coatbridge, 3°7 in Ayr and 3°8 in Hamilton. 


Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,007, and are 
302 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2,785, of whom 1,416 were males 
and 1,369 were females. The corrected number is 302 more than in the previous 
month, males being 178 more and females 124 more. 

The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 13:7 per thousand, being 1:9 above that for the previous month, and 
0°3 above the average. In the individual towns the rate ranged from 15:6 
in Coatbridge, 15:0 in Perth and 14:2 in Falkirk, to 9°5 in Kilmarnock, 11:0 in 
Hamilton and.11‘1 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Glasgow this rate was 14°1, in 
Dunfermline 14:1, in Paisley 14:0, in Greenock 14:0, in Edinburgh 13:7, in Aberdeen 
13:4, in Dundee 13:2, in Kirkcaldy 12°7, in Ayr 12°7, and in Clydebank 12:0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 359, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 92 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths 
are 57 more than in October, while the rate is 18 above that for the previous 
month, but 3 below the average. In the individual towns it ranged from 121 in 
Falkirk, 111 in Kilmarnock and 110 in Coatbridge, to 22 in Perth, 44 in Dun- 
fermline and 53 in Kirkcaldy. In Edinburgh the rate was 105, in Ayr 108, in 
Aberdeen 102, in Clydebank 101, in Greenock 100, in Glasgow 93, in Paisley 80, 
in Dundee 71, in Motherwell and Wishaw 63, and in Hamilton 56. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 104, and equalled a rate of 0°5 per thousand. 
These deaths are 28 more than in the previous month, and the rate is 0-1 more 
than in that month. They include 1 from typhoid fever, none from measles, 14 
from scarlet fever, 28 from whooping-cough, 17 from diphtheria, 30 from influenza, 
7 from cerebro-spinal fever and 7 from other epidemic diseases, of which 4 were 
ascribed to erysipelas, and 1 each to dysentery, acute poliomyelitis, and lethargic 
encephalitis. Compared with the number in the previous month, deaths from 
whooping-cough are 19 more, from influenza 11 more, from diphtheria 5 more, 
from scarlet fever 2 more, and from typhoid fever 1 more, but those from cerebro- 
spinal fever are 4 fewer, and from other epidemic diseases 5 fewer. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 475, and equalled a death-rate of 2:3 
per thousand. Compared with the number in the previous month these deaths 
are 129 more, while the rate is 0-7 more, but is 0:2 below the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 176, of which 134 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 20 more, and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 21 more. Compared with the average for November the 
former are 5 fewer, and the latter 1 fewer.

The month opened rather unsettled but towards the 5th an improvement set in, 
after which more or less anticyclonic conditions prevailed until about the 18th, when 
once more unsettled conditions were renewed, and these persisted until the end of 
the month, being at times accompanied by rather severe gales. The mean 
barometric pressure, for the country as a whole, was the highest since 1925; the 
extremes of pressure at Edinburgh were 30°71 in. on 13th and 29°05 in. on 26th, 
the former being the highest in November since 1922. 


Mean temperatures, both maxima and minima, differed little from normal, there 
being an absence of either really cold or warm spells; the highest recorded tem- 
perature was that of 59° F. at Stonehaven on 2nd and also at Ayr on 38rd; the 
lowest screen reading was 21° F., which occurred on 6th at both Eskdalemuir and 
Dalwhinnie, and again on 7th at Logie Coldstone. Apart from the 3rd and 4th, 
ground frosts were noted each day ; on the morning of the 7th the temperature on 
the grass at Dalwhinnie was 16° F. 


An outstanding feature of the month was the occasional heavy rains, particularly 
in western and some northern districts. The 3rd was exceptionally wet ; on that 
day 3°83 in. fell at Ardgour, 3°44 in. at Glenquoich and 3°08 in. at Achnacarry, 
while falls of over an inch were common. At Kinlochquoich there were 10 days 
with over an inch of rain, at Glenquoich 9 such days, at Ardgour and Glenhurich 8, 
at Glen Etive 7 and at Achnacarry and Inveraray 6. Over southern and eastern 
Scotland, south and east of a line joining Glasgow to Banff, and also in the Hebrides, 
in Caithness and Sutherland and in the Shetlands, the rainfall was below the 
average, the deficiency being well marked along the eastern coastal regions from 
Aberdeen to the Borders, it being locally one of the driest months on record. In the 
remaining regions there was an excess, this being greatest perhaps along or near the 
Caledonian Canal. At Crailing, Roxburghshire, the total for the month was only 
0°84 in., while at Kinlochquoich it was 20°19 in. 


Rain, hail or sleet fell between 20th and 25th, on 27th and on 30th; the snow 
tended to lie between the 23rd and 25th; no heavy falls, however, were reported, 
the greatest depth being that of 6 inches at Braemar on 24th and 7 to 8 inches 
at Dalnaspidal on 25th. 


Gules were reported on 12 days, occurring almost each day between the 19th 
and 29th, and being at times rather destructive. At Butt of Lewis gusts of over 
60 m.p.h. were registered on 23rd, 24th, 27th, 28th and 29th. A gust of 64 m.p.h. 
was recorded at Blackford Hill Observatory on 26th and at Kirkwall one of 80 
m.p.h. on 27th. Fog was noted on 17 different days, and on the 7th and again on 
19th this was very dense locally, particularly in districts in Clyde and Forth 
valleys. Thunderstorms were reported between 22nd and 24th and on 30th, that 
of 23rd being noted in parts of Argyll as very severe. 


Sunshine aggregates were slightly above normal in the north and below in the 
south. 


Aurora was observed on four occasions, namely 4th, 5th, 16th and 22nd.

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REPORT 


During the month of December there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1931 census had 
populations of over 30,000, the births of 3,854 living children, of whom 1,967 
were males and 1,887 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, births of male children are 109 more, of female children 128 more, and of 
children of both sexes 237 more. The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken 
collectively was 18°3 per thousand. This rate is 0°6 more than that for the 
previous month, but is 1‘2 below the average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate ranged from 25:9 in Hamilton, 
22°4 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 22°2 in Clydebank, to 13:1 in Kirkcaldy, 15:2 
in Edinburgh, and 15:2 in Perth. In Coatbridge it was 20-2, in Kilmarnock 20-2, 
in Falkirk 19°5, in Glasgow 19°3, in Greenock 18:9, in Aberdeen 18:7, in Paisley 
17:1, in Dunfermline 17-0, in Dundee 16°8, and in Ayr 15:8. 

Of the 3,854 living children whose births were registered during the month, 
3,648, or 94:7 per cent., were legitimate, while 206, or 5:3 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 273 more than in the previous month, but the 
illegitimate children were 36 fewer. The illegitimate rate for the month is 1-4 less 
than that for the previous month. In the individual towns it ranged from 10-2 
in Kirkcaldy, 10°1 in Aberdeen and 7°6 in Kilmarnock, to 0 in Falkirk, 2-0 in 
Dunfermline and 2°7 in Coatbridge. 

Marriages registered during the month numbered 1,868, and are 621 more than 
in the previous month. ‘The marriage-rate, 8°9 per thousand, is 2°8 more than 
in the previous month, but 0°9 below the average. In the individual towns it

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ranged from 13:2 in Aberdeen, 11°6 in Kilmarnock and 11°3 in Hamilton, to 4°2 in 
Falkirk, 6°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 7:0 in Coatbridge. 


Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3,983, and are 
976 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 3,791, of whom 1,903 were males 
and 1,888 were females. The corrected number is 1,006 more than in the previous 
wonth, males being 487 more and females 519 more. 


The monthly death-rate taken collectively and based upon the corrected number 
of deaths was 18-0 per thousand, being 4°3 above that for the previous month, and 
2°5 above the average. In the individual towns the rate ranged from 22-4 
in Glasgow, 18-9 in Hamilton, and 18:7 in Ayr, to 10°0 in Dunfermline, 11:2 in 
Falkirk, and 11°6 in Clydebank. In Coatbridge this rate was 16°7, in Aberdeen 
15°9, in Dundee 15:3, in Kilmarnock 15:3, in Perth 14°8, in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 14:3, in Edinburgh 14:0, in Paisley 13:9, in Greenock 12°6, and in 
Kirkealdy 12°6. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 524, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 129 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. ‘These . deaths 
are 165 more than in the previous month, while the rate is 37 more than in 
that month, and 15 above the average. In the individual towns it ranged from 173 
in Hamilton, 170 in Glasgow, and 152 in Aberdeen, to 22 in Dunfermline, 42 in 
Greenock, and 52 in Kirkcaldy. In Motherwell and Wishaw the rate was 121, 
in Kilmarnock 108, in Paisley 107, in Coatbridge 97, in Clydebank 85, in Edin- 
burgh 83, in Falkirk 83, in Dundee 72, in Ayr 68, and in Perth 67. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases (Nos. 1 to 18 of the International 
List, 1929 revision) numbered 424, and equalled a rate of 2°0 per thousand. 
These deaths are 820 more than in the previous month, and the rate is 1°5 more 
than in that month. They include 3 from typhoid fever, 1 from measles, 14 
from scarlet fever, 72 from whooping-cough, 28 from diphtheria, 280 from influenza, 
16 from cerebro-spinal fever and 10 from other epidemic diseases, of which 6 were 
ascribed to erysipelas, and 4 to lethargic encephalitis. Compared with the number 
in the previous month, deaths from influenza are 250 more, from whooping-cough 
44 more, from diphtheria 11 more, from cerebro-spinal fever 9 more, from other 
epidemic diseases 3 more, from typhoid fever 2 more, and from measles 1 more, but 
those from scarlet fever number the same. 

Deaths attributed to respiratory diseases other than tubercular, but exclusive of 
those associated with influenza, numbered 988, and equalled a death-rate of 4°7 
per thousand. Compared with the previous month these deaths number 513 more, 
while the rate is 2:4 more, and is 1:4 above the average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 209, of which 171 were attri- 
buted to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. Compared with the number in 
the previous month, deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 33 more, and from 
respiratory tuberculosis 37 more. Compared with the average for December the 
former are 3 fewer, but the latter are 12 more.

The month opened with rather unsettled conditions, but by the 6th anticyclonic 
conditions became established and persisted until around the 12th. Thereafter 
unsettled conditions, associated with deep low pressure systems in the Icelandic 
area, Were renewed and were accompanied by heavy rains, particularly in southern 
and central districts. During this period there was much flooding throughout the 
country, and in addition much structural damage was caused by heavy gales. The 
mean barometric pressure was well above the normal; the extremes at Edinburgh 
were 30°62 in. on 25th and 28°98 in. on 3rd. 


Both the day and night temperatures were in the mean above the average, this 
being due to the extreme mildness during the last fortnight. On the 16th the 
maximum at Cupar was 60° F.; St. Andrews on the same day had 59° F. There 
were some cold nights during the anticyclonic period, the temperature in the screen 
at Dalwhinnie falling to 14° F. on the 7th and to 12° F. on the 8th. The lowest 
grass temperatures recorded were 8° F. on the 8th, 11th and 3lst and 9° F. on the 
7th, all at Dalwhinnie, the next lowest being 11° F. at Renfrew on the 7th, this 
being closely followed by 12° F. at Glenbranter on the 5th. During this quiet cold 
spell several sea lochs in the west were reported in the daily press as being ice-bound. 
Ground frosts were reported from some place or another on all but seven nights. 


To the north of latitude 57°, very locally elsewhere in extreme eastern coastal 
districts and in south-eastern counties, rainfall totals were less than normal, the 
deficiency being greater than 50 per cent. locally. South of latitude 57° rainfall 
totals were generally well in excess of the normal, being in parts of the Lothians 
and in Dumfriesshire over 200 per cent. of the normal. The prolonged and heavy 
rainfall experienced over most of southern and central Scotland between the 14th 
and 19th was accompanied by widespread flooding; rivers burst their banks and 
much structural damage was done. During this period many places had from 4 to 6 
consecutive days with over an inch of rain each day; at a few places the total for 
this period alone was over 8 inches; at Glendevon 9°61 inches fell from the 15th 
to 18th. In Roxburghshire, Berwickshire and Haddingtonshire totals for the 
month were locally less than 2 inches, while nearby in Selkirkshire the fall at 
Ettrick Manse was 12°79 inches. The 16th was generally the wettest day, falls 
of over 2 inches being recorded at many places and locally falls of more than 
3 inches. Falls of 2 inches or more were also recorded on the lst, 15th, 17th and 
22nd, but these were less general. 


Snow or sleet fell very locally on a few days but no heavy falls of snow were 
reported. Local thunderstorms were reported between the 2nd and 4th and again 
on 15th, while fogs occurred on 16 days, being dense at Balerno on 10th, ‘There 
were 14 days with gales, most of these happening in the second half of the month. 
At Lerwick gusts of 83 m.p.h. were recorded on 18th and 24th, and a gust of 
94 m.p.h. on 17th. On the 17th at Butt of Lewis there was a gust of 87 m.p.h.,, 
and on the same day at Edinburgh one of 79 m.p.h. 


Sunshine aggregates differed little from normal and aurore were reported on 
seven nights.
